Mr.  Chairman,  Mada:n  and  Gentlemen, 

I take  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Urban 
District  for  the  year  I969  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  1959  fmd  circular  I/7O  of 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security, 

Once  again  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  during 
the  year  no  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  and  that  the 
general  health  of  the  district  was  good. 

Live  births  totalled  6l  which  was  an  increase  of  six  over  the 
previous  year,  and  the  crude  and  adjusted  birth  rates  at  13.5  and  16.9 
per  1,000  population  reflected  this  increase.  No  still  births  occurred 
and  this  is  generally  considered  to  show  satisfactory  ante-natal  care. 

There  were  28  male  deaths  and  25  female  deaths  v/hich  compared 
favourably  with  the  figures  of  32  and  30  for  the  year  1968.  The 
adjusted  death  rate  at  9.0  per  1,000  population  was  considerably  below 
the  national  rate  of  11.9.  Ho  deaths  occurred  below  35  years,  only  two 
below  the  age  of  55  and  51^  of  the  total  wore  over  the  age  of  75.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  was  nil,  in  contrast  to  the  England  and  Wales 
figure  of  18  per  1,000  live  births. 

From  the  table  of  causes  of  death  it  can  be  seen  that  55^  were 
due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  (including  strokes)  and 
50/»  due  to  cancers.  Of  the  cancer  deaths  four  (25^)  involved  the  lung 
or  bronchus.  Two  deaths  were  accidental,  one  of  these  being  a motor 
vehicle  accident. 

I would  like  to  thanl<  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  clerk 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  all  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  help  during  the  year,  and  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
assistance  given  by  my  personal  secretary  in  the  compilation  of  this 
report.

Qualification  Certificates  v/ill  give  ovmers 
rent  rises,  but  only  v/here  houses  are  in  good  repa.ir  and  have 
all  the  standard  ai  lenities  and  are  fit  for  hunan  habitation. 
The  pressure  for  Couiicil  accomodation  continued  v/ith  over  70 
applications  on  the  Council's  housing  list,  Work  comencod  at 
the  end  of  the  year  on  the  construction  of  eight  one  bedroou 
flats  in  Orchard  Road. 

I wish  to  express  ny  appreciation  to  the  Chairnan 
and  Heribors  of  the  Council  for  the  interest  talcen  in  the  v;ork 
of  the  Departnent,  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
co-operation  and  to  ny  staff  for  their  loyal  support  and 
v/illing  help.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  ;JJD  PwlILV/AY  FREIHGES  ACT  1963 

Some  general  inspections  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year 
and  the  standards  fotmd  have  been  by  and  large  satisfactory.  \Ihen  ovmers 
of  registered  premises  have  informed  the  department  of  their  intention  to 
carry  out  alterations  or  improvements  to  premises,  the  effects  have  been 
discussed  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Act  and  Regulations.  The  prescribed 
particulars  required  on  the  administration  of  the  Act  are  set  out  in 
Appendix  II. 

ESSEX  COUIITY  COUIICIL  ACT  1952 

Houseboats  and  Jetties 

9 applications  v/ere  received  from  ovmers  for  the  Council's  consent 
to  moor  a houseboat  and  in  certain  cases  erect  a jetty.  Approvals  v/ere 
issued  in  respect  of  9 vessels  and  8 jetties. 

Three  consents  were  transferred  during  the  year  and  the  new  consents 
included  a condition  prohibiting  the  disposal  of  effluent  in  the  river. 

One  notice  was  served  under  Section  111  of  the  Essex  County  Council 
Act  1952  requiring  the  removal  and  demolition  of  the  houseboat  Moretta.  This 
houseboat  was  removed  and  not  replaced.

The  long  awaited  Housing  Act  finally  appeared  and  this  produced 
several  new  ideas  for  encouraging  house  iriprovenents . 

The  Act  raised  the  limits  of  the  grants: 

Standard  - £ 200 

Extended  Standard  - £ 450 

Discretionary  - £1,000 

There  is  now  real  incentive  for  o\raers  to  apply  for  the  Discretionary 
Grant  and  bring  their  houses  fully  up  to  the  12  point  standard.  The  greater 
flexibility  of  the  Act  also  enabled  the  CounciT  to  give  grants  to  buildings 
listed  as  being  of  historic  or  architectural  interest  by  waiving  certain  of 
the  conditions. 

As  only  4 grants  were  approved  tuider  the  new  Act  the  full  impact 
of  the  new  legislation  was  not  felt  during  the  year. 

One  application  v/as  received  for  a Qualification  certificate. 

The  Council  delegated  their  pov/ers  vuider  the  1964  and  I969  Housing 
Acts  to  the  Housing  and  Planning  Committee. 

(b)  Inprovenent  /irea  No.  1 

All  the  work  in  this  area  has  been  completed  and  the  Comicil  decided 
not  to  serve  Final  Improvement  Notices  in  cases  v/here  Suspended  Improvement 
Notices  had  been  served,  because  the  tenajits  refused  consent  for  the  improve- 
ments to  be  carried  out. 
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(c)  Inproverient  of  Houses  Outside  tho  Laproveiiient  Area 

The  nmaber  of  representations  received  fron  the  tenants  outside  the 
Lnprovo;:ient  iixea  is  snail  and  disappointing.  In  only  2 cases  tenants  submitted 
ATritten  representations  requesting  the  Council  to  exercise  their  pov^ers  and 
compel  the  landlords  to  iuprove  dr/ellings.  These  representations  v/ere  accepted 
and  Preliminary  Notice  served  in  respect  of  1 property  and  an  Immediate 
Improvement  Notice  was  served  in  respect  of  this  property.  One  ovmer  gave  a 
written  Undertalcing  to  carry  out  the  necessary  v;orks  but  the  tenant  subsequently 
purchased  the  premises. 

(d)  Discretionary  Iiaprovement  Grants 

4 applications  v;ere  received  for  a Discretionary  Grant  in  respect 
of  ormer/occupied  houses;  all  were  approved.  Laprovenents  were  completed  in 
3 dv/el lings  during  the  year. 

(e)  Standard  Improvement  Grants 

15  applications  were  received  and  14  approved.  11  of  the  grants 
approved  were  in  respect  of  ovner/occupied  houses  and  3 were  tenanted  houses. 
Laprovements  were  completed  in  18  dv/el  lings  during  the  year.  One  application 
had  to  be  refused  as  the  work  had  coixienced  prior  to  the  application  being 
made . 

(f)  Certificates  of  Disrepair

34  samples  of  ice  cream  v/ere  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion, 23  being  placed  in  Provisional  Grade  I,  7 in  Provisional  Grade  2,  1 in 
Provisional  Grade  3 nnd  3 ice  lollies  v/itli  a pll  of  less  than  4.2.

Food  hygiene  continues  to  form  a large  and  important  part  of  Public 
Health  work.  Informal  methods  are  used  to  achieve  compliance  v^ith  the  various 
Regulations  and  to  secure  improvements  to  food  premises. 

Protection  of  food  from  risk  of  contamination  is  particularly 
important  and  where  a customer,  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease  or  even 
a common  cold,  can  cough  and  spit  over  a covu:iter  of  open  neat  xvliile  choosing 
a joint,  or  where  Ilrs,  X's  little  boy  mauls  a few  delicious  looking  cakes 
while  his  mother  buys  a loaf,  there  is  a risk  which  can  be  eliminated.  These 
risks  are  by  no  means  confined  to  butchers  and  bakers.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  one  bore  575’  deep  together 
with  a standby  bore  and  four  3”  diameter  Abyssinian  Tubes  of  30'  depth  at  the 
Council's  V/aterworks  in  Southninster  Road.  Approximately  200,000  gallons 
wore  supplied  daily.  The  scheme  for  the  construction  of  a 400,000  gallon 
reservoir  at  Ostond  was  completed  at  the  end  of  1969.  The  completion  of  the 
reservoir  has  not  increased  the  actual  water  supply  but  it  has  given  additional 
storage  reseirves. 

Due  to  the  difficulties  of  water  distribution  a Standstill  Order  under 
the  Tovm  Ci  Country  Planning  Acts  was  in  force  during  the  year. 
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44  routine  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  works  and  the  mains 
supply  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  but  2 samples 
gave  satisfactory  results.  These  two  unsatisfactory  samples  nay  have  been 
due  to  inadequate  distribution  of  chlorine  and  a new  chlorination  plant  will 
be  ordered. 

4 samples  from  private  supplies  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

Approximately  1800  dwellings  and  98^  of  the  population  are  supplied 
from  the  public  water  mains.  Two  chemical  samples  were  talien  and  the  results 
are  given  in  Appendix  III. 

4 samples  of  school  swimming  pool  water  ware  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical exa:aination  and  foiuid  to  bo  satisfactory.

DRAE^AGE 

The  Sewage  Treatment  V/orks  continued  to  give  rise  to  complaints 
about  the  smell  from  the  digestion  tanl^s.  The  Council  decided  to  cover  the 
tanks . 

There  were  29  cesspool  em|>tyings  carried  out  by  a private  fim  of 
contractors  on  behalf  of  the  Covincil  compared  v/ith  178  in  1968.  The  number 
of  emptyings  varied  betv/een  nil  and  4 per  house.  The  Council  operates  a 
free  emptying  service  for  the  33  properties  unable  to  connect  to  the  sewers.

in  the  area.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  total  beta  activity  in 
oysters  was  reduced  by  20^  and  that  of  Zinc  65  by  5O/0  duo  to  improved 
treatment  of  the  liquid  effluent  prior  to  discharge  from  the  station. 

The  Station  output  was  2,045  million  Hilowatt  hours  for  the  year.
